Court Orders Inquiry Into the 
Orchard Interview. 


C HARG ES BY T H E D E F E N S E 


Claimed T h a t A ttem pt Had Been Made 


to Influence Jurors by Bolstering Up 


the Credence T h i t May Be Given to 


the Prisoner’s Story. 


Hoise. Ida., May 18.—Judge Fremont 
Wood. who is presiding at tho Steun- 
onberg murder trial, has directed the 
prosecuting attorney of Ada county to 
make an investigation of the circum 
stances under which Harry Orchard 
was interviewed for publication Thurs­ 
day and to take any legal steps that 
his inquiry showed to be warranted. 
Judge Wood drew attention to the 
publication of the interview when lie 
ascended tho bench and Ilia request of 
counsel for advice as to the manner 
in which the court should deal with 
the Incident brought from I ho defense 
tin* charge that Governor Gooding and 
certain newspapers, moved by the dis­ 
closure 
that 
there exists 
prejudice 
against Harry Orchard, had sought to 
influence the Jury 
by an attempt to 
bolster up the credetice that may be 
given to Orchard’s story. 
The defense 
suggested that Governor Gooding be 
cited for contempt. 
Counsel for the prosecution defend­ 
ed Governor Gooding a n i tho newspa- 
ers included within the charges and 
showed tim* the applications for the 
interview with Orchard had been made 
weeks 
before 
the 
examination 
of 
talesmen 
disclosed 
the 
prejudice 
against 
him. 
They in turn 
charged 
that 
while 
some 
of 
the 
tales­ 
men 
were

Felt Something Must Be Done. 


in calling attention to the Orchard 
interview Judge Wood said that per 
haps its 
publication was not 
an at­ 
tempt to Influence tile jury, but as lf 
was calculated to influence jurors he 
felt that something must be done to 
prevent a recurrence of such a thing. 
James H. Hawley for the state ex­ 
pressed his regret over the publica­ 
tions of the interviews with Orchard 
and disclaimed responsibility for them. 
The court drew attention to the utter­ 
ances of Governor Gooding In connec­ 
tion with the statement that Orchard 
is not to have immunity for his con­ 
fession and at a 
suggestion from Mr 
Richardson that the defense could not 
speak freely in the presence of the 
jury, requested all talesmen to leave 
the room for an hour. 
Mr. Richardson first exonerated tile 
prosecution from all connection with 
the incident and then sri,I: 
“For a period of more than Aft con 
months Mr. Orchard has been inca; 
cerated in the penitentiary in the state 
anfl secluded front all observers as far 
as possible and guarded in every pos­ 
sible wav to prevent any communic i 
tion with 
the outside. 
Tt 
occurred 
Thursday at the examination of one of 
the Jurors that there was some ques­ 
tion of the amount 
of credence that 
should bo placed in the testimony of 
Orchard. 
The governor of this state, 
who has done things which have been 
questioned throughout the entire U nit­ 
ed States lf not 
the civilized world, 
having the supreme charge of the peni­ 
tentiary of this state, and his appoin­ 
tee, Mr. Warden Whitney, who has at 
ail 
times been 
his subservient 
and 
agreeable advisor and assistant in ail 
that he has done, took the Associated 
Press representatives and that par­ 
ticular portion of the newspaper fra­ 
ternity who are 
reporting this case 
agreeably and colorably upon the side 
bf the prosecution to the penitentiary 
Thursday to interview Harry Orchard. 


Done to Influence Jurors. 


“Tt is as patent as tho fact that I 
stand hero that it was done for the ex­ 
press 
purpose 
of Influencing 
these 
Jurymen, for the purpose of rehab!Ii 
fating Mr. Orchard, for the purpose of 
giving hint credibility in the eyes of 
this jury and the eyes of the world 
and it was a dastardly outrage upon 
this defense.” 
Mr. Richardson 
drew attention to 
the statement 
of Governor Gooding 
that no promises had 
been made to 
Orchard, and said: 
“lf it has not been entirely patent 
to the whole civilized world that the 
governor of this state never intended 
that we should have 
a fair trial for 
these defendants here, it Is patent at 
this time.” 
Mr. Harrow, who follow! d Mr. Rich­ 
ardson, said in part:

Street Car Strike at Evansville, Ind. 


New York, May IK.—A fatal shoot­ 
ing and a desperate attempt to lynch 
the man who fired the shot. marked 
the strike of longshoremen in Hobo­ 
ken. 
The man who lost his life was 
an innocent 
bystander, Harry 
Mar­ 
shall. 
He was struck by a bullet Ared 
by Benjamin Vincent, a private detec­ 
tive who had been employed on one 
of the ducks affected by the strike, at 
a crowd of strikers wTh whom he had 
quarreled and who were pursuing him. 
The 
trouble that 
resulted 
in the 
shooting began as Vincent entered a 
saloon near tho docks anti asked for 
a drink. 
As the bartender passed the 
bottle to him one of the striking long­ 
shoremen 
who were 
In the 
saloon 
shouted: 
"Don’t give It to him, he’s a scab." 
Vincent denied the implication, hut 
the hart ender withdrew tile bottle and 
refused to serve him. 
Just. what. 
happened then 
Is not 
known, hut a moment later Vincent J 
dashed Into the street with a revolver I 
In his hand and a crowd of strikers j 
at his heels. 
As he reached the street, I 
he turned and fired 
at his pursuers. I 
Marshall was standing 
on the side- J 
walk and the s c o n I bullet from Vin­ 
cent's revolver struck him in the head I 
and killed him instantly. 
When .Mars’ all dropped to the side- 1 
walk the strikers started toward Vin­ 
cent with ci ief of "lynch him! lynch j 
him!" 
Vincent turned and s c d down the i 
street -'Th *h« r e liver still clutched 
in his hand and the angry mob only a 
few feet behind him.
